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Conſederations Humbly Tendred, Concetning the 
Eaſt-India Company. 


F the Preſent Charter and Company be diſſolved, a way is paved for out Neighbours 
to render themſelves Maſters of all that Trade, and this irrecoverably, which will 
draw with it the Maſtery of the Sea, and all our Safety : For though we may think 
to Fight for it, while we have Mariners enough ; yet it is nothing but Trade which 

can breed up and retain thoſe Mariners. 

If this Company only be pull'd down and atiother ſet up, (which muſt be with equal 
or larger powers) the ſtop and nonplus the new Company will be plunged in for ſome 
years, will give ſuch opportunities to our Neighbours to poſſeſs themſelves of all that is 
worth their graſping, that the Error will be ſeen when it is too late. 

If this be done, or (as the Phraſe now in Vogue ) the Doors ſet open for new Subſcripti- 
ons, what reaſonable Compenſation can be made for the dead Stock,the Forts, Factories, Arms, 
Ammunition, Phirmaunds and Priviledges,- acquired, improved, recovered, and maintained by 
a vaſt Expence ? and with what Equity can this be done withour it ? whereas the daily 
practice of buying Stock at the Price Currant, 'is fo eafie to any who have a mind to'come 
in fairly, ſo many dying, or ſelling off to lay out in Lands. 

If finding the ruinous tendencies of theſe Courſes, the Nation be content with reduci 
the y__ Stocks to ſmaller _— it were as good to turn out Ability, Honeſty 
Application from the management of the Stock, thoſe being the ſureſt pledges which can be 
given for theſe, and then what reaſon that the preſent Owners of the greater Stocks, the 
moſt whereof have reaped yet no benefit thereby, ſhould be obliged to ſell off to loſs? the 
feaſt harm that can be done in this caſe, being not to look back, but only to ſet limits for 
the future. 

But ſtill the Conduct of our thriving Neighbours will be worth obſerving, who have ne- 
ver offered at ſuch Reſtraints, nor ever unſettled their once Eftabliſh'd Company, and who 
as earneſt Aſſerters as they have ſhewed themſelves of Liberty in every Circumſtance ; in- 
ſtead of countenancing the inſolent Intruſions of Interlopers, have from time to time enlarged 
their Charter and thned it with all the Authority which they could defire. 


And this is it which hath enabled them to lay ſuch deep and ſolid Foundations in thoſe 


remote parts, not only for Traffick but for Empire, and which wait only for the once 
more diſturbing of the Engliſh Company, wherein the extravagancy of our Interlopers, 
and others ab the meaning of many worthy Patriots in the High Court of Parlia- 
ment with their ſpecious but ſhallow Inſinuations and Slanders, does them as much ſervice 
as if they had hired them to it. 

If it be anſwered, that although the Eaſt-1ndia Trade were loſt ſome Ships and Seamen 
might abate but enough remain; let ſuch conſider our Trials with the Durch, and the Naval 
Preparations of France ; whoſe Projects in both 7ndies, ſhould they ſucceed, would ſet them 
up to undertake us both. 

To theſe Conſiderations, take in the want of Saltperre, and the vaſt Expence of Gurx- 
powder in the Modern Wars, at Sea eſpecially, which irreparably enſues upon our loſs of 
the E So Trade. 

And thenis it fit the Company ſhould be cried down as a Grievance, when it clearly ap- 
pears the Interlopers are the Aggreflors, inſolently contemning ſo many etaoms - bs 6. 
peated Proclamations in Vindication of a Charter deriving from the Blefſed Queen E1izabeth, 
whoſe Memory was never taxed with Invaſion on our Laws and Properties, and confirmed 
and reinforced by all ſucceeding Kings for almoſt 105 years, Whereas had this been found 
to be a Grievance, is it not ſtrange, that ſo many ſucceeding Parliaments to which the Sub. 
bets might ſo freely have applyed for Redrefs, ſhould never have taken ic to Task ? But 
that notwithſtanding the miſcheivous Conſequences of former Interlopers, a few angry 
ones at preſent (who might as freely have come into the Stock by urchaſs as any others 
nay all who are now concerned in it) ſhould thus irreverently aſſume the Courage to bi 
Defiance to Government, and take upon them to carve for themſelves.
